Memphis, Tenn., May 10.—(/)— 
The Southern Baptist convention gave 
its home mission board a vote of con- 
fidence today, and by deciding over- 
welmingly against proposals to abol- 
ish it and combine it with the foreign 
missions board, agreed to continue the 
work jeopardized last year by the de- 
faleations of its imprisoned treasurer, 
Clinton S, Carnes, 

A special committee appointed to 
consider yarious suggestions for re- 
organizing the board notified the con- 
vention this afternoon that it recom- 
mended the adoption of the board's 
official report. The report asked that 
the board be continued, that its ex- 
penditures be sharply reduced, and 
that no change be made in the present 
methods of handling home missions. 

Dr. Frank H. Tripp, of St. Joseph, 
Mo., offered as a substitute his pro- 
posal that the home and foreign mis- 
sion board be combined, and that the 
headquarters, now maintained for the 
home board in Atlanta and for the 
foreign board at Richmond, be re- 
moved to Memphis. He was defeated 
after Dr. Sam F. Hudson, of Red 
Springs, N. C., lost a motion to abol- 
ish the home board and have the exec- 
utive committee liquidate all assets 
except those the foreign board might 
assume and manage, 

The vote on the board proposals was 
taken despite an unofficial ruling by 


resident George W. Truett that Dr. 
Tripps’ plan was unconstitutional be- 
cause of conflicts with clauses which 
provide for separate boards, 


Dr. Tripp said the operation of two. 


boards was “unpractical and out of 
date.” He and others who supported 
him said “the trend of good business 
is toward mergers, and that is what 
we ought to do.” 

“I do not believe the confidence of 
southern Baptists will ever be restored 
to the home missions board if it is 
— to remain as it is,” Dr. Tripp 
said, 

Dr. Andrews said the report “does 
not represent absolutely the views of 
every member of the committee, but 
we considered them all fairly, and this 
is the best thing we thought the con- 
vention could do.” 

The proposed change was opposed 
by Dr. L. R. Searborough, president 
of the Southwestern Seminary at 
Fort Worth. He said only one de- 
nomination, the Methedist Episcopal, 
South, had a combined board. “And 
that’s an experiment,” he said. 

Dr. Tripp charged that the board 
was “maintaining a country club” at 
Kl Paso, Texas, during his argument 
that present methods were inefficient. 
Dr. F. S. Groner, of Marshal, Texas, 
retorted that the board “bought§ a 
country elub near Fort Bliss, and 
used it to save the souls of hundreds 
of soldiers by converting it into a 
meeting house. 

Tripp 
asked. To the reply, “In 1920,” he

NEW HOPE ARISE

FINAL SETTLEMENT 


British and German 
Delegates Will Put Prus- 
sian Reservations to 
Young Proposal on Paper

Paris, May 10.—(United News.)— 
The reparations conference of  ex- 
perts took a new turn today when 
it was decided to permit Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht. chief German delegate, andl 
Sir Josiah Stamp, of Great Britain, 
to collaborate on a revised final re- 
port in which the German reserva- 
tions to the Young compromise plaa 
will be put in writing. 

It was anticipated that the devision 
would prolong negotiations of the 
experts almost another week. The 
final report—on which there were 
more hopeful signs of agreement this 
afternoon—will be turned over to the 
permanent reparations committee. 

After several days’ conferences be- 
tween Dr. Schacht, Stamp and Chair- 

man Owen D. Young, it appeared that 


‘boro and forwarded to Fairburn 


the German reservations had been re- 
duced to a negligible quantity but the 
French delegates who must accept the 
compromise to assure success, hever 
have been satisfied because the res- 
ervations have not been put in writ- 
ing. 

Young confided the work to Stamp 
because of his ability to handle fine 
phraseology and his complete under- 
standing of the case. In the report, 


it is expected, the Germans will ac- 
cept the Young figures for annual | 
payments with as few reservations as 
Stamp can induce tuem to make. ~ | 

The question of reapportionment of | 
the reparations surplus among the ai- 
lies—to which the British delegation 
has ohjected—may be left out of the 
conference report when it is _pre- 
sented to the experts. 

If the reservations of Germany are 
moderate enough, it is anticipated 
that the French delegates will agree 
to the compromise and the ultimate 
disposition of the repartition ques- 
tion will become the outstanding is- 
sue before the experts.

Mr. Morris said, referring to his 


charges that lawlessness flourishes 
with official sanction. “I didn’t 
have time to go out and get proof 
of law violations here, so I asked my 
friend to go out and see what he 
could get.” 

He introduced the Rev. John Rice. 
and the latter said he had purchased 
a half pint of whisky at a hotel and 
had witnessed the sale of race tick- 
ets. “And,” he continued, “there's 
a wholesale grocery here where l was 
told I could get a special shipment 
of whisky tomorrow.’ 

Mr. Norris declared the officers 
“could clean up the bootlegging and 
gambling dives around here tomor- 

’ if they so desired. 

The major portion of Mr. Norris’ 
address was given to an attack on 
the Roman Catholic church. Ha 
spoke under auspices of the Ku 
Klux Klan.

COMPANY PLANNING 


TO CONTINUE RACES 


C. H. Gullat Says Kennel 
Club Will Abide by Or- 
der of Judge Hutcheson. 
Court Battle Forecast. 


Dog racing at Dixie Lakes appear- 
ed doomed Friday afternoon as Su- 
perior Judge John B. Hutcheson, of 
the Stone Mountain circuit, issued an 
order enjoining operators of the track 
from continuing what they’ called 
“profit-sharing,” but what the court 
held was out and out gambling. 

The order, handed down by Judge 
Hutcheson in chambers at Jones- 
for 
record with the clerk of the Camp- 
bell superior court, decreed that €. 
H. Gullat and his associates in the 
operation of the Kennel club and the 
agents and employes of the club be 
enjoined from carrying on any gam- 
ing and prohibited from furnishing 
or issuing any profit- haring coupons 
with -the sale of tickets at any place 
on the premises. 

Any System Barred. 

The court's decree held that not 
only should the present system of 
“profit-sharing” be barred but also 
any other system the owners of the 
track might devise. 

Informed of Judge Hutcheson's or- 
der, Gullat early Friday night said 
that the racing program would go on 


as scheduled. at least for several days. 
He stated that a crowd of approxi- 


mately 2,000 was on hand for the 


‘night's program of racing. 


“Of course we must abide by any 
court order handed down by Judge 
Hutcheson in this matter,” the track 
operator said, “but we are going to 
continue our racing until we ean see 
what further can be done.” 


Lawrence Camp, who, with H. A. 
Allen and Judge Covington, aets as 
attorney for the dog-track operators, 
stated Friday * night that Mr. Gullat 
would welcome a complete test of the 
legality of the system employed by 
him. The lawyer added that he pre- 
sumed that the racing operator would 
want a bill of exceptions to Judge 
Hutcheson’s order filed, with the view 
of having the case brought before 
Georgia’s highest tribunal. No defi- 
nite announcement as to the legal 
procedure to be followed could be 
made, however, pending a conference 
to be held today by Gullat and his at- 
torneys, Mr. Camp siated. 


Hutcheson’s Order. 


Followin~ is the order signed by 
Judge Hutcheson. wnaich answers the 
petition for an injunction filed sev- 
eral days ago by Solicitor-General 
Claude Smith: 

“State of Georgia, by Claude C. 
Smith, solicitor-general, vs. C. H. 
Gullat, et al., Campbell superior court. 
Petition for injunction relief, ete. 

“The above cause coming on to be 
heard before me on May 7 and 8, 
1929, after hearing evidence and argu- 
ment of counsel therein, the court 
is of the opinion that the races con- 
ducted by the defendants at Dixie 
Lake, and complained. of in this pro- 
ceedings, constitute keeping a gaming 
house under the penal laws of Geor- 
gia and as such are abatable upon 
a petition brought by the _ solicitor- 
general as in this case. 

“In view of the fact that all of 
counsel for the defendants conceded 
in open court that the municipal au- 
thorities of Union City, where the 
races are carried on, are disqualified 
to act in the premises and that this 
court is the proper and only tribunal 
to adjudicate the issues involved, it 
is unnecessary to pass upon the de- 
murrer filed by defendant’s counsel, 
touching jurisdiction of this court and 
which demurrer was met by amend- 
ment and evidence touching disquali- 
fication of corporate authorities:

“It follows, therefore, that there is 
nothing left for this court to do but 
to pass a proper order abating the

OKLAHOMA SENATE 
ACQUITS JUSTICE 
OF SUPREME COURT 


Oklahoma City, Okla... May 10.— 
(?)—Disposing of impeachment arti- 
cles voted by the house of representa- 
tives against J. W. Clark, justice of 
the state supreme court, by acquitting 
him of the charges, the senate im- 
peachment court tonight turned to 
consideration of impeachment articles 
voted against two other justices of 
the supreme court. 

Justice Clark was acquitted late 
today on ten of the eleven articles of 
impeachment. The eleventh was dis- 
missed and the justice was reinstated 
auf—matically to the supreme court 
bench, from which he had been sus- 
pended during the impeachment trial. 

The charges against the jurist in- 
volved irregularities in court pro- 
cedure. 

At the conclusion of the Clark trial 
an effort was launched whereby all 
charges of which Clark was acquitted 
would be dropped from the list of 
charges also preferred against C. W. 
Mason, chief justice, and Fletcher 
Riley, justice. This move, however, 
met determined opposition and a 
night session resulted.

ACTION MAY CAUSE 
NEW ALIGNMENT 


President’s Supporters 
May Now Vote Against 
Relief Bill as Protest on 
Debenture.

Washington, May 10.—( United 
News.)—-President Hoover lost an- 
other skirmish in the farm relief war 
today when the senate adopted an 
amendment denying him the right to 
fix the salary of the proposed farm 
board's chairman, 

The amendment, presented by Sena- 
tor Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, ar- 
bitrarily fixes the salary at $12,000 
a year. The president had asked that 
the salary be left to him in order that 
a man of the highest caliber could be 
induced to accept the position but 
Thomas contended this would give the 
president too much power. 

Virtually the same group of repub- 
lican independents who joined the 
democrats earlier in the week to de- 
feat Mr. Hoover on the debenture pro- 
vision yoted for the Thomas amend- 
ment, and with the democrats, car- 
ried it by a comfortable margin. 

One of the notable exceptions. was 
Senator Fess, republican, Ohio. He 
criticized Senator Borah, republican, 
Ohio, and others for voting against 
Mr. Hoover on the debenture amend- 
ment but himself voted against the 
president on the Thomas amendment. 

He undoubtedly will hear about this 
Monday when Senator Brookhart, re- 
publican, Iowa, one of those classed 
by Fess as “pseudo-republicans,”’ for 
deserting the president, will answer 
the Ohio senator, 

Chairman McNary, of the agricul- 
ture committee, who alse voted 
against the debenture plan, voted for 
the Thomas amendment, explaining 
that congress has always. before speci- 
fied the salaries of executive officials 
and saw no reason for changing that 
policy now. The senate defeated, 66 
to 11, an amendment by Senator Cope- 
land, republican, New York, eliminat- 
ing fruit and vegetables from opera- 
tions of the bill and, 63 to 19, an- 
other by Senator Jones, republican, 
Washington, excluding pears and ap- 
ples only. 

Administration forces decided at 
cloakroom conferences today to vote 
against the farm bill as a protest 
against retention of the debenture 
plan. The bill is expected to pass, 
however, with the support of western 
republicans, democrats and a few of 
the administration senators who voted 
against the debenture plan. 

The decision produced the strange 
situation of republicans who original- 


ly sponsored the “administration farm 
bill’ turning against it and the op- 
position party, with the help of “in- 
surgents,” supporting it. The vote «is 
expected Monday. 

Meanwhile, house and senate con- 
ferees on the George resolution ex- 
tending federal relief to flood-stricken 
farmers in North and South Carolina, 
Miss#sippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Vir- 
ginia, Georgia, Florida and Alabama 
agreed on certain modifications. The 
$1,000,000 additional appropriation 
attached by the senate was eliminated 
and $25 per acre was fixed at the 
limit of relief for fruit and vegetable 
growers. A provision including farm- 
ers affected by last week's storm was 
also adopted, 


Death Takes 
Child Asleep 
For 26 Days 


Doctors Unable To Rally In- 
fant Whose Sleep Started 
on April 14. 


Howard C. Jones, the 9-month-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. O. C. Jones, of 
1022 Westview drive, died at Grady 
hospital late Friday afternoon after 
an illness of 26 days. 

The child fell asleep April 14 and 
was given treatment at home for sey- 
eral days. Then with the mother tired 
and worn out by the strains of watch- 
ing, it was decided to send the baby 
to Grady hospital. Physicians there 
diagnosed the case as encephalitis 
lethargica, or “sleeping sickness.” 

At Grady everything in the powér 
of nurses and doctors was done to 
awake the child but all in vain. The 
mother spent hours each day at the 
bedside of her son.

BUYS FIVE AURES 
FUR WAREHOUSE 


More Than $50,000 Paid 
For Site of Building Ex- 
pected to Cost Several 
Hundred Thousand.

Plans for another large construc- 
tion project by the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., in the na- 
ture of a warehouse and garage“ to 
supplement the company’s expansion 
program featured by the $5,000,000 
office building now being erected, were 
revealed Friday with acquisition of an 
extensive tract of land on - Forrest 


road, at the Southern railway 


line. 

While preliminary Work on techni- 
cal details of the Forrest road project 
has not yet been started by the en- 
gineering department of the company. 
definite information has been obtained 
to the effect that the property was 
purchased for erection of the garage 
and warehouse which is expected to 
cost several hundred thousand dollars. 
It is reported ‘that actual construction 
will not get under way before fall of 
this year. 

Warehouse and Garage. 

The proposed development on For- 
rest road at the railway belt line 
calls for a garage to house service 
trucks of the telephone company, the 
warehouse to be used jointly by the 
telephone company and the Western 
Electric Company, the manufacturing 
unit of the American Telephone & 
Telegraph company, repair shops, ship- 
ping department and open storage 
grounds for the telephone poles, large 
rolls of cables and other Lulk mate- 
rial, 

The selected site, a final 
which was purchased this week, 
prises. more. than five acres of land, 
having a frontage of mot than 400 


feet on the recently paved Forrest 
road extension and between 500 and 
600 feet on the Southern railway belt 
line right of way. It was acquired 
by the telephone company during the 
past year in five parcels and repre- 
sents a total investment for § land 
alone of more than $50,000. The tract 
is entirely unimproved and sparsely 
wooded, though located in a _ section 
being rapidly devoted to a wide va- 
riety of undertakings. 

During the past few days the tele- 
phone company concluded its. nego- 
tiations with Frank Eastman and 
other heirs of the Eastman estate 
for the purchase of a large parcel 
rounding out the five-acre tract. The 
parcel has a frontage of 252.7 feet 
on the east side of the railway right 
of way and 291.5 
avenue, the undeveloped street forming 
the north boundary of the entire tract, 
which is situated at the northeast 
juncture of Forrest road and the rail- 
way.

Property Purchased. 

The purchase price was $19,000, ac- 
cording to the warranty deed recorded 
at the courthouse. In June of 1928 
the company bought an adjoining par- 
cel from the Eastman estate, running 
150 feet along the belt line sonth of 
the final parcel just purchased, and 
having a width of 288.5 feet. The con- 
sideration involved was $10.000. Three 
other adjoining parcels were bought 
last year by the telephone company in 
rounding out its proposed warehouse 
site. 

They consist of a parcel measuring 
316.7 feet on Forrest road by 149.5 
feet on the right of way. purchased 
from Clyde L. King for $15,000; an- 
other parcel purchased from the same 
owner, fronting 90 feet on Forrest 
road and having a depth of 218.4 for 
a consideration of $4.500. and a third 
parcel bought from the Merchants & 
Mechanic Banking & YFoan Co. for 
$3,000, measuring "291.5 by 252.7 feet. 
In each of the transactions the At- 
lanta Title & Trust Co. examined the 
deeds and insured titles for the tele- 
phone company. 

The telephoné company now = main- 
tains its garage and a portion of its 
storage facilities on Courtland street, 
while the warehouse and repair shop 
of the Western Electric Company is 
located in West End on Lee street. 
Plans are to transfer these to the pro- 
posed structure on Forrest road when 
the latter is completed. Atlanta is 
southeastern headquarters for the tele- 
phone company and. while warehouses 
are maintained at New Orleans, Jack- 
sonville and Nashville for the nine 
states included in the district. it is 
understood that the new warehouse 
and garage project to be located hefe 
will be largest in the territory. 


Cost Not Given. 


Inasmuch as details for the Forrest 
road plant have not been drawn, the 
actual construction cost is net known. 
although it is understood the figure 
will run well into the hundred thou- 
sands of dollars. It could not be 
learned from officials of the company 
whether this sum would be taken out 
of the huge appropriation made for 
the current year or be made the ba«‘«< 
of a special allocation in next year's 
aprropriation. 

The warehouse constitutes the sec- 
ond big construction development be- 
ing undertaken in Atlanta by the tele- 
phone company. is progressing 
rapidly on the first unit of the 25- 
story skyscraper being built by the 
company at the corner of Ivy street 
and Auburn avenue.

Authority Passed Away 
in Sleep at Nashville 
Home. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 10.—(?)— 
Funeral services for John Trotwood 
Moore, 70, state archivist and _histo- 
rian, novelist and Andrew Jackson au- 
thority, who was found dead in his bed 
this morning, will be held on Monday 
or Tuesday of next week. 

Death came to the old school south- 
erner as he was writing a novel which 
he believed would be his masterpiece. 
His best know novels were “The 
Bishop of Cottentown,” “Old Mistis” 
and “Hearts of Hickory,” a romance 
of Andrew and Rachel Jackson. Mr. 
Moore was well known as a contribu- 
tor to the magazines, his articles por- 
traying lovingly the color and tradi- 
tion of the old south, its Civil War 
glories, its beautiful women and its 
fast horses... Mr. Moore. was a life 
member of the Academie Latine des 
Sciences, Arts et Belle Lettres, Paris. 

For a number of years, before he 
devoted his life to writing, Mr. Moore 
was a race horse breeder and owner 
of a large stock farm. He was born 
and educated in Alabama and -had 
been admitted to the bar of that state. 

Mr. Moore had held his position 
with the state of Tennessee during 
four administrations. Following his 
death the state library was closed. The 
capitol building will be closed on the 
day of his funeral, which has not been 
determined, pending word from a son, 
Dr. Merrill. Moore, of Boston. Mr. 
Moore is also survived by his widow, 
formerly Miss Mary Brown Daniel; 
two daughters, Helen Dane and Mary 
Daniel. and a brother, Wooten Moore, 
of Columbia, Tenn.

DR SMALL URGES 


NEW CONSTITUTION 


Georgia’s Present Document 
Declared “Most Ridiculous 


Pretense.”’ 


Speaking before the political science 
club of Emory university Friday 
night, Dr. Sam Small, of the editorial 
staff of The Constitution, declared 
that the government of Georgia. is 
neither’ scientific nor good politics. 

“If I were again a young man, as 
each of you is, and were ambitious 
to enter politics and do for the state 
the most signal service now open to 
a Georgian’s ambition, I would try 
to lead a successful movement for the 
revision and modernization of the 
state’s constitution,” he said. 

“True politics is the science of gov- 
ernment, but the government of 
Georgia is neither scientific nor good 
politics. The constitution, in its pres- 
ent archaic and degenerated state, in- 


hibits both. When it was made by the 


Georgia statesmen of 1877 it was the 
finest work of expediential statecraft 
turned out from the minds of modern 
patriots. They made a constitution for 
an abnormal epoch and had no vision 
that it would endure until now, al- 
though General Toombs, its reputed 
father, expressed the oratorical - hope 
that it might last for fifty years. 
Constitution Manhandled. 

“Since their day the constitution 
has been manhandled, tire-punctured 
and patched a hundred and one times, 
until today it is the most ridiculous 
pretense of a constitution to be found 
in any state of the union. Any con- 
stitutional-minded Georgian would be 
ashamed to show it in a national ex- 
position of constitutions. 

“Georgia is wearing grandpa’s 
pants, too long in one leg, too short 
in the other, patched on both knees 
and half-soled on the gable-end. The 
state is helplessly hobbled by its an- 
tiquated restrictions. The legislature 
is largely hog-tied by it and cannot 
legislate for the welfare of the state 
with liberty or responsibility. The 
most vital interests of a growing pop- 
ulation with increasing intelligence 
and wealth, cannot be dealt with 
freely to meet the wishes and will of 
the people from year to year, or from 
generation to generation. 

“Things which, in the parlous days 
of fifty years ago, demanded constitu- 
tional stability now demand legislative 
fluidity. Then the fathers were fear- 
ful of the future welfare of their sons. 
Now the sons have freedom, security 
and stronger defenses, and can leg- 
islate better for today than the 
fathers prescribed for them then. But 
we are implored to hold sacred the 
effete work of the fathers by those 
worshipful souls ‘who refuse to admire 
the new moon out of respect for the 
old one.’ 

“Our constitution was intended to 
be, and is yet, more of a code of 
laws, fixed as those of the Medes and 
Persians. In the day of its creation 
the trusting of many interests of per- 
son, property and order to the legis- 
lature was a dangerous dependence. 
Hence the chains, and drag-balls and 
locks contained in the document. 

Need of Georgia. 

“What we need in Georgia is a 
new, or revised constitution fitted to 
a free and unfearful people, confer- 
ring upon them the right and powers 
to govern 
their circumstances may suggest. 


ent generation of Georgians that, al- 
most every time they wish to make 
substantial state progress, the dead 
hands of 1877 reach out from their 
coffins to command an _ imperative 
halt. 

“Here in the advocacy of a revised 
and up-to-date constitution some 
young and courageous statesman has 
the chante to do an epochal work for 
his fellow-citizens and make a name 
scarcely less famous and revered -than 
that of immortal Robert. Toombs!”

Parliament was prorogued shortly 
after noon today following delivery 
by proxy of a speech from the throne 
in which the work of the parliament 
was reviewed. 

Soon after a prify council met at 
Craigwell* House, Bognor, and King 
George signed a proclamation dissolv- 
ing parliament. 

Meets Early. 


Parliament met early and as soon 
as a few odds and ends of business 
had been cleared up members of the 
commons were summoned to the house 
of lords to hear the proroguing speech 
read on behalf of the king. 

Meanwhile arrangements had been 
completed at Bognor for the king to 
hold a privy ‘council and fd dissolve 
parliament as soon as word of its pro- 
rogation was received from London. 
This was an act which the king must 
do himself and had to await actual 
prorogation before it could be con- 
stitutionally performed.

PROPOSED SUGAR DUTY 
UUTRAGE, COPELAND 


Washington, May 10.—(4)—While 
gaining the support of the republican 
delegation from Pennsylvania, the 
tariff bill was attacked again in the 


house today by some members of both 
parties, the principal differences cen- 
tering on the proposed schedules for 
sugar, leather, hides and boots and 
shoes. 

A premature flurry over tariff arose 
in the senate today as a result of 
Senator Walsh, democrat, Massachu- 
setts, asserting the tariff commission 
had recommended to President Cool- 
idge in 1924 a reduction in the rate 
on sugar from Cuba from 1.76 to 1.23 
cents per pound... The tariff bill re- 
cently introduced in the house rec- 
ommends an increase in the duty to 
2.40 cents per pound. 

Walsh asked Chairman Smoot, of 
the senate finance committee, wheth- 
er he had not seen this recommenda- 
tion, which, if made, has never been 
made public. Senator Smoot denied 
ever having seen it. 

Calts Rate Robbery. 

The exchange occurred after Sena- 
tor Copeland, democrat, New York, 
attacked the new house tariff bill 
which, he said, “would increase the 
rate of sugar 3 cents a pound so every 
housewife will have to reduce her bud- 
get on other necessities to buy su- 
gar.” He called/the proposed duty on 
sugar “a robbery.” 

“The senator from New York knows 
very well,” Smoot replied, “that very 
little sugar will come in with that 
duty. We have recognized the princi- 
ple of the tariff,” Smoot said, “and 
we intend to apply its benefits to all 
sections of the country.” 

After debate had proceeded for two 
and a half hours in the house, ad- 
journment was taken to permit a re- 
publican meeting to appraise the dis- 
satisfaction in the party ranks, espe- 
cially that which has sprung from the 
western farm group over the proposed 
agricultural rates and the leaving of 
many articles of interest to them 
on the free list. 

Other conferences will be held for 
the ultimate purpose of agreeing on 
a rule restricting amendments to the 
bill to certain sections. The measure 
is not expected to reach the amend- 
ment stage until late next week. 

Pennsylvania Is Loyal. 

While dissatisfied with a few 
phases of the measure, the republican 
delegation from Pennsylvania decided 
to support the bill in its entirety. 

“We are going to stand back of the 
measure and the recommendations of 
the Pennsylvafia members on __ the 
Ways and means committee,” said 
Kepresentative Porter, chairman of 
the group. 

Indiana and 
delegations also met. The former 
named a committee to urge the ways 
and means committee to propose 
amendments on onions, wool and mint 
duties but the Michigan group mere- 
ly discussed the bill informally.

POSTAL RECEIPTS 
AT FIFTY CITIES 


SHOW INCREASE 
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Washington, May 10.—(4)—Postal 
receipts of 50 selected cities and 50 
industrial cities for April, 1929, show- 
ed increases over those for the same 
month in 1928. Figures made public 
by Postmaster-General Brown show 
the total receipts for 50 selected cities 
amounted to $32,351,906, compared 
with $50,758,408 for the same month 
in 1928, an increase of $1,593,498 or 
5.18 per cent. 

Total receipts at 50 industrial cities 
were $3,453,918, compared with $3,- 
348,327 for April, 1928, an increase 
of $105,590, or 3.15 per cent. 

Jersey City led the 50 selected cities 
in percentage of increase with a gain 
of 17.88 per cent. Minneapolis was 
second with an increase of 15.99 per 
cent, and Syracuse, N. Y., was third 
with an increase of 11.29 per cent. 

Waterbury, Conn., with an increase 
of 23.26 per cent led the 50 industrial 
cities and Phoenix, Ariz., was second 
with am~increase of 19.14 per cent. 
Springfield, Ohio, with an increase of 
19.12 per cent, was third.

Washington, May 10.—(#)—NSug- 
yestions for governmental operation 
of radio stations and censorship of 
advertising sent over the air were dis- 
cussed today by the senate interstate 
commerce committee in continuing 
consideration of a bill to set up a 
federal communications commission. 

The suggestion came from Senator 
Brookhart, republican, Iowa, who ask- 
cd whether there was “any reason 
why the government could not take 
over the whole broadcasting busi- 
ness?” He suggested that receiving 
sets might be taxed to pay the cost. 

Louis G. Caldwell, former genera! 
counsel! for the radio commission, tes- 
tified there were no legal difficulties 
in the way of the Brookhart proposal 
for government operation. 

Brookhart later said he had no defi- 
nite legislation in mind, but “wanted 
to be sure’ there was nothing in the 
bill to prevent governmental opera- 
tion. He added that he thought the 
government “might well take the sta- 
tions over even if it cost $10,000,000 
or $12,000,000 
them.” 

Censorship of radio advertising was 
taken up after Chairman Couzens, au- 
thor of the bill, had inquired whether 
broadcasters should be “permitted to 
encourage use of cigarettes in the 
home’ by sending out advertising 
from their stations. 

Caldwell answered that the quexs- 
tion of “propriety” probably “would 
he decided by the public,” and added 
that the radio commission had the 
“discretion of considering past per- 
formance ofthe stations, and that 
seems to be a sufficient safeguard.” 

Caldwell will appear before the 
committee again tomorrow.

RECORD 1S VERIFIED 


True Height of 39,140 Feet 
Set by Bureau as Navy 
Flier’s Mark. 


Washington, May’ 10.—(4.—Official 
announcement that Lieutenant Apolle 
Soucek, of the navy, has approached 
the sun nearer than has any other 
morte! was made today by the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association. 

The flier reached a +4rue altitude 
of 39.140 feet in his little cream- 
colored biplane over the naval air sta- 
tion on Wednesday. This was de- 
termined today at the bureau of stand 
ards, where a karograph carried in 
the plane was calibrated. The Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association recog- 
nized the mark as a new world’s alti- 
tude record, 

Now Lieutenant Soucek is bent on 
another goal—a new world's altitude 
record for seaplanes. He expects to 
begin flying toward it within a month 
and the plane in which he made the 
record will be equipped with pontoons 
immediately. 

Officials of the National Aeronautic 
Association said the burean of stand- 
ards’ record on Lieutenant Soucek’s 
flight would be sent immediately to 
Paris for recognition by the Federa- 
tion Aeronautique Internationale. 
Thev expressed gratification because 
the fecord now is “unquestionably” 
possessed in the United States, 

The previous mark, 38,418 feet, 
was made by Lieutenant C. C.. Cham- 
pion, of the navy, in July, 1927, in 
the same plane used by Lieutenant 
Soucek, This record once was ex- 
ceeded by an Italian flier, officials 
said, but the Italian record was not 
recognized because it did not exceed 
Champion’s mark by more than 100 
meters. Lieutenant Soucek’s record, 
exceeding the old by 722 feet, more 
than meets. requirements that new rec- 
ords must exceed old marks by at 
least 100 meters, or approximately 
300 feet.

Effort To Purchase Many 
Southern Newspapers Told 
At Federal Trade Inquiry 


Power-Backed Publishers 
Say They Did Not Take 

Policy Dictation From 
Backers. 


Washington, May 10.—(A#)—Their 
purchase of four southern newspapers 
through an $870,000 loan by the In- 


tern. tional Paper and Power com- 
pany and unsuccessful negotiations, 
also supported by that concern, in- 
volving more than a dozen other news- 
papers in the south were described 
today by “Villiam Lavarre and Har- 
old Hall before the federal trade com- 
mixsion. 

Lavarre and Hall, who were wit- 
nesses at the commission's hearing in- 
vestigating newspaper financial inter- 
ests of the International Paper and 
Power company, testified that the 
$870,000 loan completely financed 
their purchase of the Augusta (Ga.) 
Chronicle, the Columbia (S. ©.) Rec- 
ord, and the Spartanburg (S. C.) Her- 
ald and Journal. 

The loan was made on notes given 
by them to the International Vaper 
and Power company’s subsidiary, the 
International Paper company, and the 
notes were secured by the newspa- 
per's stock. 

Tried to Buy Many. 

Lavarre testified that the arrange- 
ments for the financing of the news- 
papers’ purchases were made last No- 
vember by Hall and himself with 
Archibald IR. Graustein, of Boston, 
president of t° 2 International Paper 
and Power company. 

He said he and Hall had made 
one trip through the southeast in- 
quiring about buying newspapers be- 
fore they approached the Internation- 
al coneern and that after the loan 
was negotiated they made other trips 
throngh that section, with the ex- 
penses paid by the International. 

In addition to the purchased news- 
papers, Lavarre testi"ied that he and 
Hall had approached or made pro- 
posals concerning more than a dozen 
other newspapers in the south. but no 
deals were consummated. He men- 
tioned some papers for which unsuc- 
cessful negotiation: were made as the 
Greensboro, N. C., Record; The Ashe- 
ville, N. ©., Citizen and the Times: 
The Charlotte, N. C., News and The 
Observer; The Raleigh, N. C., Times; 
The Macon, Ga., Telegraph; The Co- 
lumbus, Ga., Enquirer-Sun, and The 
Atlanta Constitution. 

He added that they had carried

Tenn., but he did not name the news- 
papers in those cities. 

With respect to the Atlanta Consti- 
tution, Lavarre said he culled on 
Clark Howell, its publisher, “because 
he was dean of the southern publish- 
ers,” but not to buy the newspaper. 
Lavarre explained that he had “twe 
ideas” in mind in calling on Mr. How- 
ell, first because he was the “dean” 
and secondly because there was Aa 
chance that “if he (Howell) wished 
to sell the paper he.would mention 
it to us, but he did not.” 

Before the purchase of the Coluin- 
bia Record in March, Lavarre testi- 
fied an offer of $1,000,000 was made 
for the Macon Telegraph, including 
some real estate, but the purchase was 
not accomplished. 

In Columbus, Ga., Lavarre said, he 
and Hall obtained. an option on ‘the 


Inquirer-Sun, but did not go through | 


With if. 

In Savannah, Ga., a banker 
gested that they could buy the paper, 
Lavarre said, but they did not enter 
any deals. He and Hall made in- 
quiries in Johnson City and Elizabeth- 
ion, Lavarre added, but they did not 
follow through their negotiations. He 
said that two papers in Bristol, Va.,- 
Tenn., had been suggested by lawyers. 

Bidding Against Selves. 

Lavarre testified he and- Hall had 
negotiated for several newspapers at 
the same time as the Bryan-Thomason 
Newspapers, Inc., which also had been 
financed by the International con- 
panies in the buying of newspapers, 
were making offers for the properties. 
After this was ascertained, he added, 
his firm withdréw from the negotia- 
tions. 

Exhibits placed in the record of the 
investigation today showed that one 
editor had submitted his resignation 
to Lavarre and another had asked an 
explanation of the International com- 
pany’s interest in the newspaper em- 
ploving him. ; 

Charles O. Hearon, editor of the 
Spartanburg Herald and the Journal 
and also supervising editor of the two 
other Hall-Lavarre newspapers, re- 
signed by telegraph. 

Fitzhugh McMaster, editor of the 
Columbia Record, im a letter to 
Lavarre said he would never have ac- 
cepted that position if he had under- 
stood the paper was owned or con- 
trolled in any way by power com- 
panies or any public utilities. 

“Proper Tie-Up.” 

Lavarre testified that no attempt 
to influence editorial policies of the 
four newspapers had been made vy 
the International Paper and VPower 
company and that this concern had 
nothing to do with the editorial man- 
agement of the newspapers. He said 
he regarded the loan by the Interna- 
tional Paper company as “a proper 
tie-up between newspapers and a 
news print paper company.” 

Both Hall and Lavarre_ declared 
that after the newspapers are placed 
on a profitable basis “we can put 
them all together.’ and issue bonds 
and preferred stock and pay off the 
International Paper company.” They 
added that this refinancing project 
was the immediate objective in the 
operation of their newspapers. 

The purchase of the Augusta Chron- 
icle was made last January 18, La- 
varre testified, while the buying of 
the Columbia Reeord on Mareh 15 
and of the Spartanburg Herald and 
Journal on April 22.

A. and Canadian titles, was third 
with 209. 

Tied for fourth place with cards 
of 300 were Abe Mitchell and Percy 
Alliss. the only British golfers to fin- 
ish within 14 strokes of the cham- 
pion.

New York, May 10.—(?)—Some 
uncertainty as to week-end weather, 
together with bullish private figures 
on domestic consumption for April 
and reports of a firmer spot basis in 
the south, led to rallies from an open- 
ing decline in cotton today. The de- 
mand tayered off in the later trading, 
however, and after selling up from 
18.47 to 18.64, July declined to 18.50 
under renewed realizing or liquida- 
tion.

The opening was steady at a de- 
cline of 4 to 8 points under. liquida- 
tion and some local and Wall Street 
selling inspired by a fairly favorable 
view of the early weather map, rela- 
tively easy Liverpool cables and the 
standard cloth statistics. May de- 
clined to 19.27 and December to 
18.70 but at these prices the market 
evidently attracted covering. There 
was also some buying on a private re- 
ort placing domestic consumption of 
int cotton for April at 635,000 bales 
compared with 633,000 for March and 
524,000 for April last year. Offer- 
ings were comparatively light after 
‘the initial selling and there appeared 
to be a little more trade buying on 
the advance at midday. 

Some traders seemed to apprehend 
that the forecast for showers in west- 
ern and central belt sections might 
prove the forerunner of rainy weather 
over the week-end and although addi- 
tional moisture would be considered 
beneficial in parts of west Texas, the 
belt generally is supposed to need dry, 
warm weather. 

For a time the market showed con- 
siderable firmness. with May selling 
up to 19.42 and December to 18.88, 
or 8 to 13 points net higher, but the 
demand tapered off around these fig- 
ures. The failure of bullish features 
to stimulate more active or general 
buying was probably a disappointment 
to some early buyers and prices weak- 
ened later under liquidation or re- 
selling.

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Stock Market Action Like Op- 
era Singer as Strong Opening 
Develops Into Bullish Ourburst 
of Enthusiastic Buying. 


New York, May 10.—Today’s action 
of the stock market might be likened 
to that of a temperamental opera sing- 
er, there was a strong opening on 
the small weekly increase in brokers’ 
loans and the very favorable impres- 


sion made on speculative Wall Street 
by President Simmons, of the stock 
exchange, in attacking the federal re- 
serve. But immediately after the open- 
ing stocks began to sell off continuing 
to decline despite a renewal rate of 
10 per cent fer call money against 
14 for every other day this week. 
When call: money dropped to 8 per 
cent in the noon hour there was a 
recovery in the stock market but 
around 1 oclock when call money 
dropped to 6 per cent there was again 
some selling of stocks followed by an- 
other recovery. On a drop from 16 
to 6 in call money the stock market 
should have boiled. Short eovering 
played an important part in today’s 
stock market. Traders short. of stock 
covered as the rate on call money 
dropped. This buying, however, was 
offset by selling of long stocks on 
strong spots, 

Speculative Wall Street to the last 
man is behind President Simmons, of 
the New York Stock Exchange, in de- 
manding that the federal reserve be 
revamped including a change in the 
Jaw permitting stock exchange collat- 
eral to be used for rediscounting by 
member banks at the federal reserve. 
The federal reserve law as it now 
stands makes only government bonds 
and notes and short-term self-liquidat- 
ing commercial paper the basis of bor- 
rowing by member banks from the 
federal reserve, 

Conservative Wall Street believes 
that if stock exchange collateral could 
now be used by member banks in bor- 
rowing from the federal reserve the 
reserve ratio of the federal reserve 
system would not be where it now is. 

Hlas Same Feeling. 

Conservative Wall Street has the 
same feeling about the fight between 
the stock market and the federal re- 
serve that many people had at the 
outbreak of the World War: that 
there would be no other outcome than 
victory for the allies, But while feel- 
ing that the federal reserve in the 
end will win, conservative Wall Street 
admitted today in private talks that 
the controversy, like the World War, 
may drag out to unexpected length, 
with the end postponed by such con- 
certed attacks as the studied state- 
ment of the president of the New 
York Stock Exchange. 

While the April unfilled orders of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
increased only 17, tons, less than 
half the increase expected, it should 
be kept in mind that this is the first 
April increase since 1922. Last April 
there was a decrease of over 100,000 
tons. It is the policy of the Steel 
corporation to speed up on production 
in the early months of the year, thus 
cleaning up back orders to get ready 
ioe whatever is ahead. 

Borrowings by member bent as 
a whole from the federal reserve de- 
ereased $23,000,000 the past week. 
But the member banks in this dis- 
trict increased their borrowings by 
$32,000,000. This throws light on the 
14 per cent renewal rate for call 
money the first four days of this 
week, 

Reports Surplus. 

Utah Copper reports a surplus for

$10,000 and over $100,000 profit. An- 
other member of the group told of a 
friend who had been doing the print- 
ing for Ford Motor of Canada in its

buying 200 shares of the stock by an 
official of the company on_ the 
grounds of reciprocity. Several years 
afterwards the official went to 
man still doing the company’s print- 
ing, saying that he realized no divi- 
dends had been paid and that the early 
buyers of the stock had been stuck, 
ending with an offer to buv back the 
stock.

Lesson for May 12: Jeremiah 1:6-10; 
26: 8-15. 

Dr. Joseph Fort Newton, a prophet 
of our own times, says that “Jere- 
miah, lifted by his sorrow into. the 
shaduy of a mighty, redeeming love, 
became, so to speak, ‘the almost 
Christ, the Christ of the night—a 
Shadow Christ’.”. That is high praise, 
to be. sure, but doubtless the more 
we know of this ancient hero the 
more are we impressed with the fact 
that it is well deserved. Certainly 
the text of this lesson tells us two 
inees about Jeremiah which remind 


“The Prophet, like the Master, was 
possessed of a sense of Divine com- 
pulsion. When the call eame he hesi- 
tated in the presence of the great. 
task and responsibility, saying that 
he know not how to speak, that he 
was but a child. “But Jehovah said 
unto me,” says he, “say not I am a 
child; for to ‘whomsoever I shall send 
thee ‘thou shalt go, and whatsoever 
I shall command thee thou shalt 
speak.” All the rest of his life, so 
full of sorrow and tragedy, he seems 
to have had the feeling that God was 
urging him on—that it was God's will 
that he should utter the message that 


the work which the Father had given 
Him to do. 


It is only as this sense of Divine’ 


compulsion, of “the urgency of the .} oe, 
tc amte 


matters with which we deal,” char- 
acterizes the individual Christian and 
the church as a whole that we can 
ever hope to realize our finest pos- 
sibilities of spiritual attainment or 
of Christian service. The 
Paul said that the love of Christ 
constrained him, laid held upon bén, 
drove him on in a path which he 
could, not avoid, Necessity was laid 
upon him.
